During  our  daily  call  with  State  partners  representatives  from  New  Mexico  Department  of  Game 
and  Fish  asked  if  we  were  taking  fish  tissue  samples,  if  EPA  has  a plan  for  long  term  sampling 
of  the  Animas  to  assess  long-term  effects,  and  if  EPA  planned  to  address  the  natural  resource 
damage  “take”  offish  and  wildlife  as  a result  of  our  actions.
